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LIBRARY  REPORT 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  the  town 
library  is  constantly  and  consistently  making  progress.  A 
fact  that  may  impressively  be  seen  by  consideration  of  the 
number  of  books  handled  in  successive  years.  In  1925  we 
reported  the  circulation  as  3,687;  in  1926,  4,616.  while  this 
year  we  reach  to  6,360.  Just  stop  and  figure  that  increase 
for  yourselves  and  you  will  be  more  impressed  than  if  we  did 
it  for  you. 

The  magazine  circulation  is  one  that  we  wish  to  mention 
as  being  especially  interesting.  There  have  been  over  155 
put  in  circulation  during  the  year.  Through  the  co-operation 
of  some  of  the  citizens  many  of  the  standard  magazines  are 
available  and  you  are  all  urged  to  take  advantgae  of  this 
most  interesting  and  instructive  department  of  the  library. 

The  summer  reading  club  for  children  was  continued  this 
year  with  27  children  completing  and  receiving  their  certifi- 
cates. In  order  to  complete  at  least  8  books  must  be  read 
and  reported  on.  These  prizes  were  presented  to  the  child- 
ren by  Miss  Frances  Hobart  of  the  Library  Commission, 
during  Book  Week  when  more  than  seventy-five  people 
gathered  at  the  library  for  the  exercises  of  the  afternoon. 

Since  September  the  method  of  handling  the  Penacook 
end  of  the  Library  Business  has  been  changed.  For  years 
the  books  have  been  left  at  some  public  place  and  the  bor- 
rowers changed  their  books  in  this  way.  This  of  neces- 
sity lacked  the  personal  touch  that  contact  with  a  librarian, 
who  was  familiar  with  her  "Stock  in  Trade,"  brings  to  the 
borrower.  In  consequence,  when  the  opportunity  was  pre- 
sented for  having  a  branch  library  opened  at  the  Torrent 
Hose  Hall  the  trustees  were  more  than  glad  to  sanction 
the  experiment. 

From  the  very  first  the  wisdom  of  close  contact  with 
Penacook  borrowers  has  been  apparent.  The  first  week 
there  were  eighteen  borrowers  while  to-day,  February  1, 
there  are  two  hundred  twenty-five  with  an  average  weekly 
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output  of  one  hundred  twenty-five  volumes.  Do  you  think 
Penacook  needs  a  Hbrary? 

Please  let  me  digress  a  little  from  a  staid  report.  For 
the  fifteen  years  that  I  have  been  more  or  less  closely  con- 
nected with  the  business  and  educational  interest  of  Pena- 
cook it  has  ever  been  a  source  of  deep  chagrin  that  it  had 
no  library. 

It  has  been  inconceivable  to  me  how  a  typical  progressive 
New  England  village,  with  mills,  factories,  churches  and 
schools  that  are  the  envy  of  many  a  larger  community  could 
think  of  bringing  up  its  children  without  a  suitable  library 
housed  in  an  adequate  building  that  would  be  in  keeping 
with  the  rest  of  its  progressiveness. 

It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  writer,  and  I  am  sure  of  the 
other  two  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  were  they  here 
to  express  themselves,  that  this  little  branch  of  Boscawen 
Library  will  show  to  the  village  of  Penacook  the  need  of  a 
library  located  on  some  suitable  spot  in  the  village  and  con- 
ducted on  the  same  idea  that  you  so  successfully  conduct 
the  Union  School  system.  In  order  to  further  this  ideal, 
all  privileges  of  this  branch  library  are  extended  to  Ward 
1  citizens  at  a  nominal  sum  commensurate  with  maintain- 
ing service.     Your  earnest  co-operation  is  solicited. 

An  especial  honor  came  to  our  library  during  the  year 
when  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Association  conferred 
on  our  librarian  its  scholarship  for  conducting  the  most  ef- 
ficient library  serving  less  than  two  thousand  people. 

Gifts  to  the  lilM'ary  of  a  typewriter  for  the  librarian's  use, 
and  a  mirroscope  were  received  from  our  generous  friend 
Harry  K.  White  of  East  Pepperell,  Mass.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

At  the  present  time  all  our  teachers  are  graduates  of 
normal  schools,  except  at  High  Street  School  where  students 
of  Keene  Normal  School  are  employed  as  cadet  teachers. 

For  a  very  small  school  without  any  special  problems, 
the  cadet  system  seems  as  satisfactory,  on  the  whole,  as  any 
other  arrangement  that  is  likely  to  be  made.  It  is  difficult 
to  hold  in  schools  of  that  size  the  type  of  teacher  which  has 
all  the  qualities  of  personality,  education  and  training  which 
will  make  her  satisfactory  to  the  community  for  an  ex- 
tended  period. 

Cadet  teachers  are  a  year  younger  than  the  latest  grad- 
uates and  have  had  a  few  weeks  less  experience,  and  changes 
are  made  every  nine  weeks.  But  they  are  all  supervised 
from  the  Normal  School  and  the  work  is  carefully  planned 
to  cause  no  break  when  the  teachers  change.  They  are 
ambitious  to  do  their  best  and  are  not  more  likely  to  make 
errors  in  judgment  than  other  young  teachers. 

While  the  cost  was  not  the  major  consideration  in  trying 
the  cadet  system  this  year,  it  is  a  saving  in  expense.  The  en- 
tire cost  of  the  teacher  to  the  district  is  $17  a  week.  For 
this  reason  our  total  expenditures  for  teachers'  salaries  this 
year  will  be  the  lowest  since  our  fourh  school  was  opened  in 
1924. 

While  the  opening  of  High  Street  School  effects  a  sav- 
ing in  transportation,  conditions  in  the  district  have  so 
changed  that  the  amount  which  we  shall  expend  this  year 
for  transportation  will  probably  be  more  than  in  any  year 
since  1919  when  my  records  were  commenced.  It  is  a  most 
difficult  problem  to  provide  schooling  for  children  scattered 
here  and  there  over  a  wide  area. 

The  increase  in  the  $5  tax  since  1921,  caused  by  the  in- 
creased valuation  of  the  town,  is  one  and  one-half  times  as 
great  as  the  increase  in  the  total  tax  for  schools. 
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While  we  had  more  pupils  in  high  schools  in  1923  than 
in  any  other  year,  the  increased  rate  of  tuition  makes  that 
item  somewhat  larger  in  our  present  budget  than  it  was  then. 

The  state  aid  to  be  received  next  December  will  make  the 
grand  total  of  state  money  received  by  us  in  ten  years  $20,- 
451.95.  For  every  seven  dollars  which  the  district  is  put- 
ting into  its  schools  the  state  is  putting  in  three. 

At  the  close  of  the  current  year  the  district  will  have 
spent  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  buildings  about  $1500  in 
the  four  years  since  the  High  Street  School  was  opened,  or 
an  average  of  about  $375  per  year.  Of  this  amount,  $100  is 
furnished  each  year  by  the  state.  Judging  by  the  experi- 
ence of  neighboring  towns  I  assume  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary in  the  near  future  for  us  to  make  greater  effort  to 
bring  our  buildings  up  to  the  standard  fixed  by  the  State 
Board  of   Education  in   1919. 

The  new  electric  lights  at  the  Plains  School  have  been  a 
great  help  to  the  janitor  and  to  the  teachers,  and  on  dark 
days  to  the  pupils.  A  more  modern  type  of  curtain  would 
increase  the  natural   light  available   in  the   lower  room. 

Through  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  Martha  K.  Knowles, 
the  Plains  School  has  been  provided  with  teachers'  desks 
and  chairs  and  a  collection  of  framed  pictures,  also  with 
money  for  slate  blackboards.  Miss  Knowles  was  a  former 
resident  of  Boscawen  and  attended  Elmwood  Academy  when 
it  was  conducted  in  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Plains 
School. 

The  attendance  table  shows  that  attendance  was  excellent 
last  year  except  at  High  Street  School,  but  the  number  of 
tardinesses  at  the  Plains  Primary  School  reached  the  very 
high  average  of  ten  per  pupil  of   average  membership.
